and through which the whole industrial supremacy of Europe

So divergent are these two outlooks that the impossibility 
of their reconciliation is manifest. Somewhere these two 
must separate, each to follow the faith that is in him, And 
when that time comes there will commence to be written the 
next great chapter in Britain’s history. Of both men, how-| 
ever, it must be said that they share in common one great 
genius, the genius of being able to get before the public in| 
such a manner that their fundamental difference cannot be| 
misunderstood the real issues of the day. As leaders of their 
opposing theories they would present the opportunity to settle: 
the questions by the ballot, once and for all.

In compiling its advertising rate, a newspaper estimates 
the worth of its service as an advertising medium upon a} 
basis of the circulation it enjoys, figuring, of course, that every, 
reader is a potential customer whom the advertiser has. 
opportunity to make acquainted with the goods he has to 
sell. In this way the newspaper recoups itself for the extra! 
cost of the larger circulation, Failing to raise its rate with’ 
the growth of its circulation, the newspaper would be accept-| 
ing the loss entailed by the production and distribution of a 
larger number of copies which are invariably retailed at les 
than cost, 

In a general way, this principle, well known to every 
patron of the newspaper, applies to the telephone business. 
As the number of subscribers increases on the exchange, the|| 
service becomes more valuable to each individual subscriber 
for the reason that the subscriber enjoys the opportunity to 
talk to a greater number of other subscribers. : 

Also, the cost per subscriber becomes greater, propor- 
tionately, for the reason that subscribers having the oppor- 
tunity to talk to a larger number of other subscribers, make 
larger use of their instruments, thereby entailing the necessity 
for greater switchboard capacity in proportion to the number 
of instruments in use, besides entailing a larger amount of 
attention per wire by the “trouble” department for the reason 
that “trouble”? occurs in almost mathematical proportion to 
the number of calls. 

This is the position that the Edmonton telephone system 
is in at the present moment. It is giving a service to the 
individual subscriber which permits him to call up any one of 
9,600 subscribers, The price being charged for this service is 
the same as W hen there were less than half the number of 
subscrit ae aut the value of the service has increased and 
the cost of the service has increased while the price of the 
Service to the siibst riber has remained stationary. The time 

has arrived when, in order to meet expenses, the rate per 
subscriber must be raised.

At the close of the meeting of the 
Farmers’ Institute yesterday afternoon 
at the Empire auditorium, Mr. Rice 
Sheppard presiding, after hearing the 
addresses of Mrs. Newhall and Mrs. 
Wade, of Calgary, on the manner of 
decreasing the high cost of living by 
means of a market whereby consumer 
and producer can deal direct, a few 
ladies of the city waited upon the ladies 
and went further into the details of 
the work. It was decided, upon the 
suggestion of Mrs. Sroadus, that Mrs. 
A. F. Ewing, Mrs. Gillespie and Mrs.
